W hile, however, our Government and its representatives at 
Manila have refused to recognize Aguinaldo and his coadjutors 
as invested with any species of lawful authority, but has treated 
them simply as marauders who are committing breaches of the 
peace, pains have been taken to enlighten the mass of the popu- 
lation with regard to the kind of government which they may 
expect to see temporarily established by President McKinley in 
the island. We say temporarily, because, of course, the definite 
shaping of the relations which the Philippines are to sustain to 
the United States belongs, not to the Executive, but to Con- 
vress. A commission, headed by Prof. Schurman, President 
of Cornell University, were appointed by Mr. McKinley and 
sent some time ago to Manila, where they lost no time in put- 
ting forth a manifesto declaring our Executive’s equitable and 
generous intentions. Conformed to the spirit and letter of that 
manifesto was the reply given by the Commissioners on May 24 
to delegates from Aguinaldo, who desired to learn the condi- 
tions upon which peace could be secured. The primary and 
fundamental condition of peace is, of course, unqualified sur 
render on the part of all the insurgents inarms. It was natu- 
ral, however, that Aguinaldo’s deputies should wish to ascertain 
what sort ef government would be set up after the surrender, 
and our commissioners did not hesitate to give them the desired 
information. The latter announced that, immediately after the 
cessation of the insurrection, and pending the agreement of 
Congress on a definite plan of administration, Mr. McKinley 
would provide a provisional form of government, the specific 


features of which would be as follows: First, a Governor-General 
to be appointed by the President of the United States; secondly, 
heads of departments, or Cabinet officers, to be designated by 
the Governor-General; thirdly, judges to be appointed, like the 
Governor-General, by the President. It was further announced

The meeting of 1899 had everything in its favor in the 
way of weather, but the track, in spite of every effort 
that had been expended upon it, was not in first class 
condition, especially around the lower curve, where it 






was prone to crumble under the spiked shoes of the 
runners, 

e crowd was no larger, and, in fact, hardly as large 
it turned out by Philadelphia at the relay races, 
and this may be taken as a fair commentary upon the 
lack of track athletic interest in New York. Manhat- 
tan Field was chosen for its convenience, and yet the 
public only turned out in a number which Philadelphia 
fully equalled with a set of special relay races!) Many 
Philadelphians, Pennsylvania supporters, were on hand 
to enjoy the triumph of their team, and it was indeed a 
most conclusive one. The red and blue jersey was at 
the front in the 100, 220, two mile, low hurdles, high 
hurdles, broad jump, high jump, hammer and shot, and 
was placed in all but three events! Truly, Mike Murphy 
could go home satisfied; and in answer to a comment 
I heard made just after the relay races, to the effect 
that Murphy seemed to be falling off in training dis- 
tance men he ean point to Mr, Alexander Grant as a fair 
example of his renewed ability in this direction, and to 
Mechling as another. 





sut there are one or two men outside the ranks of 
the Pennsylvanians to whom a fair measure of the 
praise should go, First among these is Jarvis of 
Princeton, who gave Tewkesbury the only real running 
he had had in the two days, and who was beaten out 
by only two feet! And by two feet I mean twenty 
four inches—not the usual careless way in which inches 
and feet are called. When two men run a sprint within 
two feet of each other they are very close tovether, and 
the difference is usually called a few inches. Jarvis 
came in his trials, and in the final with a beautuful 
burst of speed, and running very strong, and to any 
one knowing the disadvantages under which he was 
laboring this performance can be rated at its true value. 

Two others are Bray and Cregan, for their grand 
contest in the mile. Never was the last quarter of 
that killing race fought out with such earnestness, and 
it is no wonder that the hearts of the audience went 
out to them in enthusiastic applause, 

Long is another man whose performance was of the 
highest order, even though his two most formidable 
rivals had been withdrawn, 

Syracuse made a game struggle with Princeton, and 
very nearly crowded her out of fourth place, and this, 
too, with fair average performances rather than with 


special stars, 





While the average reader understands something of 
the work that is required to bring out these champion- 
ship performances, he has little opportunity for seeing 
anything of the men who do the work that results in 
these breaking of records. There were in Manhattan 
Field last Saturday no three men—yes, no four men— 
who had done more to make possible this record break- 
ing than Murphy of Pennsylvania, James Lathrop of 
Harvard, Alex, Copland of Yale, and Walter Chrystie of 
Princeton, Chrystie’s time did not come this year, but 
it did last, and he should be given credit accordingly. 
Sut the first three of these trainers gave us the win- 
ners of every event bar two on the programme, and 
all of them have made record breakers. 

The arrangement of the intercollegiate game, so far 
as the general officials were concerned, was highly 
satisfactory, but that part of the arrangement which 
fell into the hands of the separate managers could hardly 
be thus characterized. When the college public has for 
weeks been looking for a quarter mile that shall bring 
out three of the fastest men of the day, and all of these 
men tuned up to the most intense rivalry, it is, to say 
the least, extremely disappointing on the very eve of 
the contest to have two of them withdrawn and the 
pair split up in other races. It is safe to say that at 
least half of the people who knew anything about track 
athletics had it in their mind to go to the intercollegiates 
this year to see this particular event-—namely, the four- 
forty. While it was probably not bad judgment, so far 
as point winning was concerned, on the part of the cap- 
tains and trainers of Harvard and Yale to withdraw 
Burke and Boardman from this race, it was exceeding]: 
bad judgment, so far as the interest in the games was 
concerned, and had it not been for Bray and Cregan in 
the mile run there would not have been an exciting 
finish during the entire day, 

The half mile, to which Burke was transferred, was 
tame enough to be almost uninteresting. The only 
thing that saved it being the excellent performance of 
Grant of Pennsylvania, who, after running two miles in 
10 minutes 3 2-5 seconds, had life enough left to go into 
the half mile and finish it out in second place ahead of 
Adams, Yale’s main reliance, But the race itself was 
never in doubt after Burke took the lead from Brennan, 
which he did before the first lap was finished. Every 
one knew that Burke had it in hand from the very ap- 
pearance of the runners, and it was hard to get up any 
enthusiasm. The two-twenty, into which the other 
man, Boardman, was transferred, was equally flat in 
point of excitement. In reality there was no hope of 
3oardman in his present condition giving Tewkesbury 
a race, and the issue demonstrated this conclusively, 
for the gap between the Pennsylvanian and the Yale 
man was no less than eight yards before the race was 
half over, 











Thus it happened that what might have been an in- 
teresting four-forty, and one certainly to which the 
public had looked forward for weeks, was spoiled, and 
that, too, without any corresponding gain so far as the 
real sporting merits of the contests were concerned,
